On April 26, 1961, a meeting of the Resident Board, 
Communist Party, USA (CP, USA),, was held at the National 
Office, CP,, New York, New York. Among the members and invited 
guests attending this meeting were the following:

The, agenda for this meeting was as follows: 

1) French situation, a report by WILLIAM WEINSTONB 

2) , .Cuba, a report by PHIL BART 

3) Youth, a report by DANNY RUBIN 

4) Report of Subcommittee on work in Center 

The first point on the agenda for discussion, the 
French situation,, was cut very short -and generally, dispensed 
with due to the change in the internal situation in France 
brought about by the successful action of President CHARLES 
DE GAULLE in successfully suppressing the revolution. 



I. There then followed the full report on Cuba by PHIL 
BART, the details of which, are unavailable* However, discussion 
on this report is set forth below: 



t » 



JACK STACHKL commenced this discussion on the Cuban 
report by noting that the United States Government is looking 
for provocations in order to attack Cuba and if such provoca- 
tions can not be found, the Government will create them if it 
need be. This is what the Party must worry about. 

STACHKL then praised the draft of the editorial, 
"The Lesson of Cuba" which is scheduled to appear in the May, 
1961, issue of "Political Affairs." Copies of this editorial 
were made available to those present at this meeting. In his 
praise of this article, STACHKL described it as excellent and 
as having- the correct, current Party line. 

According to STACHKL, some CP members are now acting 
like Cubans and not Americans. They are saying that we were 
wrong in regard to the last election when we did not work against 
President KENNEDY and moved with labor. Then, too, there are 
some "left" Communists who say we are revisionists; however, 
these same Communists march under slogans not of our own 
creation. For example, they march and follow the slogan "Death 
to the UN" which is not a creation of the Party. If we shout 
slogans like "Long Live Fidel," we won't win Americans to our 
ranks. We must create slogans that will pull the American rank 
and file to our causes. 

He then made reference to advertisements which appeared 
in several New York newspapers regarding Cuba which had been 
placed by the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC), and he felt 
that these ads had been good. 

STACHKL pointed out that what the United States Com- 
munists shoul d no w do is to press for an early meeting between 
President KENNEDY and KHRUSHCHEV. We must stop the drift that 
is moving these two big powers apart and sharpening the tensions 
existing between them. 

In regard to Cuba, the CP should state that the United 
States has no right to tell the Cubans what kind of a government 
they should or must have. The Party should also favor a meeting 
between the United States and Cuba but only on the basis of equals. 

BETTY GANNKTT then commented that at the present time 
there is no assurance as to what the United States will do in a 
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critical situation. She further commented that in regard to 
the recent pro-Cuban demonstrations in Union Square, New York 
City, that the Trotskyites were active in them. She char- 
acterized these .demonstrations as having marched. under anti- 
American slogans. The CP must work in the FPOC in order to cut 
down the influence of the Trotskyites. If the Party works in 
this organization, it can broaden it considerably and bring 
many more people into it and its activity. This could be done, 
for example, by making the activity regarding Cuba a part of 
the general peace movement. 

What we in the Party have to stress is the thinking 
and feelings of Americans. We must realize that they fear 
Communism and the USSR. Since this is so, we should ask for a 
meeting of President KENNEDY and KHRUSHCHEV not on the Cuban 
question alone but on a broad range of world problems. 

GUS HALL then followed and noted that the administra- 
tion is not decided on its next step but does know the direction 
in which it wants to go. The Party must put mass pressure and 
organize mass activity against the KENNEDY Administration, 
There are already rifts in the KENNEDY Administration .and there 
will be more splits in the ruling class and in the administration 
in regard to Cuba. 

The big job now is on Puerto Rico. HALL stated that 
he was convinced that Puerto Rico was the main base for United 
States imperialism in Latin America and that the main force of 
the Cuban revolutionaries came from there. HALL stated that 
he also knows that Guatemala, which was active in the early 
stages of preparation of the forces of Cuban revolutionaries, 
was forced to retreat in this regard because of the: pressures 
of its own people and other Latin American countries. Now, we 
need to initiate something in Puerto Rico which will compel a 
retreat from there as a base of American imperialism. 

HALL suggested that the Party now pay more attention 
to the Cubans in the United States. Many Cubans in the United 
States are resentful of the United States Government action in 
Cuba in connection with the invasion and are speaking out. He 
stressed the importance and correctness in the line set forth 
in the editorial "The Lesson of Cuba," which is scheduled to 
appear in "Political Affairs." 
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MORRIS CHILDS then followed with brief remarks regarding 

Cuba. 

At this point BEN DAVIS arose and stated that he felt 
that PHIL BART* 8 report on Cuba had not been enough. He asked 
why wasn't something said upholding the executions in Cuba and 
why , wasn't something said about Hungary. He asked what right 
did President KENNEDY have to talk to ROCKEFELLER and others on 
the Cuban matter, and he noted that these are sinister meetings. 

DAVIS then launched an attack against JIM ALLEN and 
the editorial "The Lesson of Cuba." It was DAVIS' contention 
that the editorial had not gone far enough. 

JAMES JACKSON followed and stated that he endorsed 
the general remarks made on Cuba by BART, BALL, and others. He 
stressed that we must keep an eye on the struggle within, the 
ruling class. The administration is using pressure to revise 
the Monroe Doctrine so it can be used against other Latin American 
states. However, the United States can not attack Cuba and do 
the job, by itself. This is why the United States is putting 
pressure on other Latin American countries but without success. 

JIM ALLEN was the next speaker and noted that General 
TAYLOR had been called in to investigate the Central Intelligence 
Agency. He pointed out that General TAYLOR was an advocate of 
limited wars and that President KENNEDY also believes in this. 
ALLEN feels that the investigation by TAYLOR will not whitewash 
the Central Intelligence Agency but that the investigation will 
recommend that its activities be limited to intelligence. and that 
in a few months ALLEN DULLES will resign from the organization.. 

The next point on the agenda was the report on youth 
by DANNY RUBIN. The essence of his remarks follows: 

The recent trip was a good trip. During this trip it 
was found that the youth are protesting against the peace corps 
because it is being turned, into a tool of .the cold war. The 
youth are also protesting the peace corps and are mad because 
the FBI is investigating applicants who desire to join it. 

A recent National Conference of Conservative Students 
(possibly the National Student Association but not so identified , 
by RUBIN) adopted a resolution giving voice to the protests of 
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youth regarding making the peace corps a tool of the cold war 
and in regard to the investigation of its applicants by the 
FBI. 

In Illinois, the Progressive Youth Organizing Com- 
mittee (PTOC) is going to town and they, are building progressive 
youth organizations. In Los Angeles, they have just begun to 
build, but in Detroit there is no organization at all among 
the youth. In the San Francisco Bay area, despite the mass 
straggle going on, there, there is no PTOC but only study groups. 
Without issues it is impossible to organize the youth. 

In Madison, Wisconsin, in speaking before a Socialist 
group of 50 members, the opportunity was presented to expose 
.the Trotsky ites. 

At Iowa State University, Ames, Iowa, there was a good 
meeting at which time he spoke on the Marxist-liberal view on 
Negro rights. Youth groups in Iowa are flourishing and are most 
successful. In this conservative state, the youth are restless 
and are . asking questions. 

The youth clubs in the Party, are in bad shape. When 
the youths are transferred out of the Party youth branches, they 
dissipate. In Detroit, for example, they had a youth club of 
seven members but now they have only one member left. The rest 
were transferred out. Many of the youths are transferred out 
of the youth clubs too early. In Chicago, too, they have been 
transferring youth out of the clubs too fast but this has been 
discussed with them and it is being corrected. 

RUBIN then proposed that , the Party youth concentration 
work be carried out in Marxist-oriented organizations, in order 
to get recruits for the Party. At this point, RUBIN pointed out 
a figure of 150 appearing on a blackboard and described this 
figure .as representing the. number of youth presently in the Party 
and organized as such. Be then noted another figure of 43 which 
reflected the number of youth who had gone into the Party in 
I960. He then- explained that these figures represented only a 
net gain , of 25 youth , in the Party. Of the total of 150 .organized 
youth, only 22 are Negroes. The Negro question is Important 
for the Party; however, there is friction between the Negro. and 
the white within the Party today. 



RUBIN pointed to Illinois as a good example of the 
Party helping the youth to build an organization. There, he 
said, the Party turned in the names of its youth contacts 
that were known to them. Some of these were visited .and' drawn 
into the Party youth organization. 

In many, cases the adult Party fails to help the 
youth sufficiently and fails to help financially. Outside of 
Mew York and Philadelphia, no other city is known to have made 
financial contributions to the Party youth activity. 

RUBIN concluded his report by proposing that the 
question of youth be placed on the agenda for the next National 
Committee meeting. 

GUS HALL then followed and agreed that consideration 
should be .given to placing the youth question on the agenda of 
the next National Committee meeting. He felt. that despite the 
smallness of the number of youth in the Party, the youth were 
doing good> work. He felt that the Party should push for youth 
educational classes in every district but that they must get 
competent people to teach because they must get cadre. However, 
HALL stated he felt that the full-time youth school held last 
year had been a failure. 

HALL then noted that during his recent trip he found 
that DANNY RUBIN was well thought of and considered a sincere 
and sacrificing worker. 

JACK STACHEL then commented regarding a recent meeting 
he had attended at which PETER SBEGER had been present. A thousand 
people attended this meeting and he found that the following, points 
drew good response: 

1) Integration 

2) Defense of the Constitution 

3) Any idea projected against political persecutions 

However, he criticized the meeting for not having, raised 
other broad issues like peace. 
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PHIL .BAR? was next and he stated it was now, clear 
that the questions which had been raised at the last National 
Committee meeting were being solved. He felt that it is 
essential that the Party had to have a youth organization. 
Now, we must remove the question mark from this important 
question. It is too bad that the Party has not made this issue 
its task as yet. 

In regard to , M New Horizons," the new youth publica- 
tion! BART stated that h® felt this paper was too small in size 
and that its frequency of issue should be considered. 

GUS HALL then commented in response to an earlier 
statement regarding the San Francisco Bay area youth movement 
that the reason there was no youth organization there was because 
the people in the Party were against it. 

BETTY GANNETT then responded by stating that HALL 
had probably been right that the youth school held last year 
had not been productive of cadre. However, the New York Dis- 
trict had held two schools last year which had been good but 
the two-week term for these schools was not long enough. 

Youth, today, according to GANNETT, are coming up 
and asking questions never asked before, but the youth still , 
fails to realize its relationship to the working class movement. 
What we have today in the United States is an agnostic, youth 
who is saying prove it and in response generalities are not 
enough. 

At this point, .the .Resident Board approved a motion 
to place the youth question on the agenda of the < next National 
Committee meeting and to select a small commission to prepare 
a report, on . the topic. 

JAMES JACKSON then related a personal experience by, 
noting that on the preceding . day he had attended' a meeting and 
had spoken at Queens College, New. York City. This meeting 
he noted was the first time a Communist, who was a Smith Act 
victim, had delivered such .a talk at .a city college. Hp until 
very recently a ruling was in effect which prevented a Smith 
Act subject from speaking at a city institution. , Now this 
ruling has been revoked. 



He noted that the reaction to bis presence at Queens 
College was like an explosion and that there was an awakened 
interest in Communism. In attendance at this meeting were 250 
students and all showed great interest in Communism, the thing 
or philosophy that had Made such great strides in science and 
which had produced the first cosmonaut. He said that at this 
meeting the questions put to him were serious and he received 
good ovations in regard to his responses. Even the' twelve or 
so students representing the Birch Society and Senator BARRY 
GOLDWATER were compelled by the atmosphere .. of the meeting to 
ask serious questions. When the meeting was over they kept 
him, JACKSON, for another hour and talked with him in a 
restaurant. Here, they discussed Communism with him and 
viewed a Communist in the flesh. All in all, he felt that 
they were very sympathetic towards him. 

The last item on the agenda was a report on the 
organization of the Party. This report had been prepared by , 
a task force consisting of PHIL BART, JACK STACHEL, and BEN 
DAVIS, which had been set up following a report on the, matter 
given at the last National Executive Committee meeting. 

STACHEL opened this report by stating that the com- 
mittee had originally proposed that BEN DAVIS head up the 
Organization Bureau; however, DAVIS disagreed with the proposal 
and, therefore, it will not be included in this report. It 
will now be up to the meeting to decide this matter. 

STACHEL then set forth the following as proposals 
of the committee on. which he had' worked; 

1) The work of the National Board 

# 

That this beard sho&ld m@et weekly from -.1:00 p*a* to 
4:00 peflt* on Wednesday ♦ , The agenda for the meeting should be 
proposed in advance, a&d all member® of the board should 1 have 
this agenda in advance* The type of matters to be placed on 
the agenda for these meetings should be current events; reports 
of committees; trends in the country, and in the labor movement; 
the taking up of ideological questions; the checking up on work 
and tasks; the drawing up of coo&slusions in forms of motions; 
the preparation of motions in a form to be sent out to all 
National Executive ^Committee .and Rational Committee members. 



2) Setting up of an Organization Department and Bureau 

That this Organization Department and Bureau be 
responsible for informing the districts of their tasks and 
arranging the work of the various Departments ♦ That between 
meetings of the Organization Bureau and Department, a com-* 
mittee of three, headed by the General Secretary and assisted 
by the Organizational Secretary and one other, be set up to 
check up on decisions* , > 

3) Party office operation 

That the Party office be open daily, five days a 
week, Monday through Friday, between the hours of 9:30 a.m. 
to 5:30 p*m* This has not been the case in the past and at 
times no responsible person has been present in the Party 
of fice t That one member of the Organization Bureau should 
be in the office at all times during the suggested hours to 
give leadership and answers to questions* That the Party 
office be immediately cleaned up for both security and sani- 
tary reasons* If the enemy were now to raid this, off ice they 
would find much matter which would be ruinous to the Party* 

4) ;, Travel of Party .officials 

That from now on all travel of Party leaders must 
be coordinated through the Org&mizat ion Bureau. When anyone 
contemplates travel he will be given additional tasks to take 
up in the area of his travel, including the visiting of small 
towns which have in the past been neglected* 

5) Assignment of responsibility 

That the* Organization .Bureau should', assign, someone 
to be responsible for each of its various .'Party districts and 
to be the. coordinator for matters relating to that, district*: 

6) Utilization of "The Worker" 

That "The Worker" be utilized to carry on the ideological, 
campaigns of , the Party ♦ That leading , Party members use the press 
and write for .it on a regular basis* 

- 9 - 
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7) Committees 

That all commit tees.; mast function and all National 
Committee members must be a member of one committee or another. 
That among those committees now set up and which should be 
functioning and which should have a fixed day for their meetings 
set in advance are the following: 

.Organization 

Education 

Trade Union 

Negro 

Youth 

Farm 

Control 

The Organization Committee should review the work 
of the above committees and, in addition, it. is proposed that 
the following additional committees be considered: 

1) National Affairs Committee which would 
include matters related to defense of 
the Party 

2) Foreign Affairs and Peace Committee 

3) Cultural Committee 

4) Women's Committee 

In regard to the Women's Committee, any action on 
matters. relating to it would have to await the return and a 
discussion with ELIZABETH GURLE7 FLYNN, now on a West Coast 
tour. 

STACHEL then made the proposal .that BY LUMER be released 
for a period of six months from his Party responsibilities during 
which time he would write a book and that JIM ALLEN replace him 
as "Acting Educational Director." 

At this point BEN- DAVIS got up, pounded on the table, 
and said that the Resident Board was too big. He thought that 
the Resident Board was to be a small body and if this were so, 
why were all these people present here today. He proposed that 
they examine, screen, and reduce the national staff of the Party; 
that they also review the budget and see what portion of the 
money is being used for administrative work and what portion is 
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being utilized for mass work. Something, according to DAVIS, 
needs to be done so that funds are used in their proper pro- 
portion. 

He commented that the Party had no need for a 
National Secretary. He attacked BOB THOMPSON and described 
him as arrogant and complained that they published THOMPSON'S 
written articles without discussion but will not consider his 
own. He then; suggested that perhaps he ought to go back to 
Harlem where he had a base for his work. 

At this point GUS HALL got up and proposed that 
those at this meeting discuss BEN and his work. His lack 
of work, HALL stated, needs study. BEN has turned down, a 
number of posts offered to him. The Party does not .need 
guides or philosophers but rather needs people to take on 
tasks and to carry them through. If BEN can not work in the 
Negro Commission, he certainly can not work in Harlem. He 
further noted that we are through with generalities. No one 
has been given more opportunities than BEN DAVIS, and he has 
not utilized these opportunities. We have to be decisive 
and settle this question once and for all. 

At this point HALL noted that the work. of the 
Resident Board needed continuity and for this a secretary 
. and coordinator* This >person selected would prepare an agenda, 
etc., and he proposed that JACK STACHEL become secretary of 
this board. 

At this point DAVIS again got up and stated, he opposed 
STACHEL as secretary and coordinator of the .Resident -Board. 
STACHEL responded, by stating .that he would take the job but that 
he wanted no title along with it. 

It was then agreed that temporarily at least ; STACHEL 
would. carry no title for this position. . - -

Jack Stachel reported on steps being taken with 
respect to the new midweek edition of *The Worker. " He said 
it had been decided that the paper be on the newstands on 
Tuesday of each week. The cost of issuing this paper was 
estimated by Stachel at $22, 000a year. He said Maw York 
will have to guarantee a minimum of 5,000 copies circulated 
by means of subscriptions, bundle and newstand sales. 
He estimated circulation in the Eastern region at 1,500 with 
2,000 for the rest of the country. 

Phil Bart reported on efforts being made to / 
bring policies of the Party to the masses. He noted that / 
it is proposed that 50 to 100 meetings be held during the 
period May 15 to June „ 15, 1961 and the meetings be 
of a general character going beyond Party membership 
in order to reach the masses. Special attention 
is to be given to reaching the youth and, in this 
connection, it is proposed that a series of 
campuses be selected where meetings can be arranged and 
planned. 

Irving Potash commented that it must be made 
clear that the CP will furnish speakers for clubs, community 
organizations, colleges and churches to address them on 
various problems confronting America and give them the 
position of the CP. 

There was some discussion of the New York election 
situation and the role to be played by the Party in influencing 
the election of candidates dedicated to a broad economic and 
social program. Clarence Hathaway remarked that the Party 
should not exaggerate its ability to influence the situation 
and project the idea that it is a decisive force in terms of 
its membership and influence. He felt that the Party has the 
greatest possibility of exerting influence and pressure in 
the community groups in the neighborhoods and in those 
groups organized around school Issues, the workshops on 
segregation, tenant clubs and peace groups.

DE 604-S*, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on April 25, 1961, that GUS (believed to 
be GUS HALL) contacted CARL WINTER and stated, "Remember we 
were talking about a couple of friends of yours; the one 
that I was supposed to meet; remember when I came back that 
next morning?" It is noted that GUS HALL was in Detroit 
around April 12, 13, 1961. GUS wanted to know if "he" was 
still around and WINTER stated that he was. 
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GUS stated, "The idea that I got, that I had what 
they should do. Without my knowing it, it was raised here 
with 'them* and discussed all the way through and with good 
results." GUS recalled that WINTER had a little doubt but 
HELEN (WINTER) was more positive. 

WINTER wanted to know if GUS was counting on both 
of them, and GUS said he guessed so. WINTER said the reason 
he asked was because "she says she doesn't want to be in 
the same project with him," 

GUS said that even that was all right as they would 
have somebody else in the project; "she" could be some place 
else. GUS wanted WINTER to raise it with them in the utmost 
seriousness "because in the other city that he was in after 
here, they kind of threw cold water on it, and my friend 
over here gave it too narrow an outlook, you know which one."

H l. We received a partial report on registration. The figure

w 2. The status on dues at this time is , We want 

to know what has been done to bring up the dues payment for 
the first quarter of 1961 and for April. 

"3. In connection with the press, out of a total goal of 
$4,000, they have reached 25% with less than 2 months to go to 
the end of the drive. 

H 4. We have sent material on the organization of activity 
around the press for the month of May culminating in a National 
Press Day, Sunday June 4th. The plan calls for activities in 
every district during the month of May, setting themselves 
specific objectives to be reached by the end of May in obtaining 
subs .and the mobilization of the Party organization and other 
readers wherever possible, to participate in National Press Day 
which will be that Sunday morning. We would like to have: 

H a. Brief statements by the leadership on their, participation 
on Press Day and a call of support from Illinois. , 

M b. Also do, they have all of their past lists for the last 
number of years aside from other contacts. If .they do not, 
we want to know immediately .so we can send it to them. 

M c. Will you please collect the fare for your trip for the 
May Day meeting since in this case districts pay the expense 
of the speaker . " 
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Because*, of GUS HALL's short stay in Chicago, he was 
uaable to meet with FLO HALL, Orgaaizational Secretary; CP of 
Illinois, in order to secure the desired information. There- 
fore, when he, returned to New York City, on April 30, 1961, 
GUS HALL turned over this written request of PHIL BART to 
MORRIS CHILDS of Chicago and requested that he contact FLO 
HALL in an effort .to secure the desired information. 

On May 3, 1961, it was ascertained that MORRIS CHILDS 
had been in contact with FLO HALL, at which time the following 
responses were secured from her in connection with 'the requests 
noted above. 

In regard to request number, one, 1 FLO HALL advised 
that there- were 350 registrations on hand and that it was 
expected that, another 50 would come in. This will make a 
total of 400 registration for the CP of Illinois. She did 
not have the exact figure In her possession during these 
discussions, but felt that the figure she had given was quite 
accurate. FRITZI ENGLESTEIN, now on vacation, maintains the 
exact figures on the registration for the District. 

JIM WEST, who was also present at this time, 
commented, concerning the above remarks of FLO HALL that he 
felt the registration figures given were just ' a little low 
on the overall registration. 

In response, to request number two, FLO HALL stated 
that, the dues payments for the District average over all about 
375 or a little larger. This average represents almost a 
hundred- percent dues payment, of the current registered member- 
ship which is accounted for by the fact that since registration 
occurred in January., 1961, > the dues payments include a number 
of paid up dues for 1960 . 

In. response to request number three, FLO HALL stated 
that $1,000 bad been sent , to the National Office in New York 
on May. 2, .1961. This made, the total achieved In regard to 
the -District quota on the press fund 50 percent instead of the 
25 percent." 

In response to request number four, FLO HALL noted 
that .the District had received the material relating to the 
press and culminating In a .national press day on June 4«v The 
CP of Illinois .Administrative Committee had already met, in 
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regard to this matter and decided to participate. People 
from the leadership will be assigned to the Clubs to work 
on this .press activity. 

In response to request 4a, FLO HALL advised that 
there had just been issued a statement on the matter relating 
to the press which was: sent out in the name of the State 
Committee, CP of Illinois. The specif ic content of this 
item was not discussed , at this time. 

In response to request number 4b, FLO HALL remarked 
that they are out to get 100 subscriptions on press day; 
however, this ,will still bring the District up to only 50 
percent of their assigned quota. 

She further stated that they do have the past 
list on "The .Worker" subscribers and that the New York 
office need not send this matter. They are now doing a 
public relations job in regard to 'The Worker" and a , letter 
has been sent out to libraries and prominent people regarding 
"The .Worker" explaining what the paper is and why such people 
and institutions need it.

On 4/20/61, NY 2384-S*, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, furnished the 
following: 

On that date, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, PHIL BART, 
BEN DAVIS, and EVELYN WIENER met in CLARENCE HATHAWAY' S 
office at CP headquarters, NYC, and discussed the 
problem of having a, picket line in Washington, D.C., 
regarding the Cuban situation. 

HATHAWAY began the discussion saying that 
they had been attempting to get agreement with the 
Cuban groups on postponement of a picket line until 
the following weekend. He said that the July 26 people 
had made preparations and they were insistant on going 
through with it this weekend and that the Pair Play 
group would go along with them in a token way. HATHAWAY 
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continued that the Party had decided they would make 
a token support for it and mobilize at least a bus 
load to go down this weekend. He said they have to 
do this primarily from the viewpoint of their relations 
with the Cubans that if, they sat on their hands, 
the Cubans would say the Communists wanted them to 
support Communist actions like May Day, but the 
Communists do not give any support to the Cubans. 

BART observed that since they were going to 
Washington, what are they going to do there and what 
are the slogans. 

As to the slogans, HATHAWAY replied 
it would still be the question of hands off; of self 
determination ;f or peace. BART stated that he had nothing 
to say except that he agreed. 

HATHAWAY said that he did not see how they 
could make any other decision in this situation. BEN 
DAVIS observed that it was unfortunate that the whole 
situation came about so quickly that the Party could 
not mobilize its full force. 

EVELYN WIENER said that the youth have 30 
people ready and they are just beginning to mobilize. 

BART said that he thinks they will need a 
national meeting to formulate more precisely the Party 
position. 

After the discussion concluded, BART mentioned 
that he had heard word from Moscow that PAUL (ROBESON) 
is sick and Is in the hospital from the strain of overwo rk. 
BART asked If it was known thatl

The agenda for this meeting was listed as a one point 
report on the topic "Some New Trends in Trade Unions" by IRVING 
POTASH. There was, however, added a short report .by CARL- WINTER 
on the auto industry* 

GUS HALL. General; Secretary, CP, USA,, was suggested 
for and acted as Chairman of this meeting.' 

The essence of the main report as presented by IRVING 
POTASH is set forth below. 



The purpose of this meeting is to estimate develop- 
ing trends in trade unions and the problems and the tasks that 
result from these trends. I can foresee a qualitative change 
taking place in the trade unions. 

GEORGE MEAN? is openly being challenged now. This 
is because MEANY's policies have paralyzed the trade unions 
in the face- of attacks on the part of the employers and mounting 
economic problems. This struggle amongst trade union leaders 
is reflected in many jurisdictional disputes. But there are 
differences on other things which are being raised openly and 
sharply at AFL-CIO gatherings. 

For example, the Negro American Labor Council (NALC) 
had a conference on Jobs at which A. PHILLIP RANDOLPH was joined 
by Congressman ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER 
KING and others in the attack against MEANT and the policies, of 
discrimination within the AFL-CIO. b6 



At the recent Industrial Unions Conference, GEORGE 
MEANT was openly attacked by JAMES CAREY of the Electrical 
Workers Union. 

At a conference of United Auto Workers (UAW) Local 
Presidents in Detroit recently, REUTHER attacked MEANT. 

At the recent meeting of the Executive Council of 
the AFL-CIO, there was a clash between MEANT and RANDOLPH. 
RANDOLPH demanded that CHARLES ZIMMERMAN from the International 
Ladies ♦ Garment Workers Union and who is in charge of the Anti- 
Discrimination Committee of the AFL-CIO, be rani a o ad \rv ,a Negro. 
MEANT, instead of promoting a Negro, removed| [a Negro) 
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on a flimsy charge of misusing an airline t icket . Tnis was done 
to prevent his promotion to ZIMMERMAN *s position. 

At the 7th Conference on World Disarmament held last 
month, eight international unions were represented. and WALTER 
REUTHER spoke. 

At the Chicago meeting for peace, 250 local and. national 
labor leaders were present. Both EMIL MAZEY of the UAW and FRANK 
ROSENBLUM of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of America came out 
for disarmament, a peace movement and for greater participation 
in these on the part of trade unions. They also made :an . open attack 
on JAY L0VEST0NE, GEORGE 1 MEANT »s brain trust. 
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In New York City recently, a meeting of key labor 
leaders was held which included Teamster leaders where they 
decided to look into the possible formation of a labor party* 



The national CIO union had a meeting in Hew York, 
with some AFL people present, at which time they demanded 
that MEANT arbitrate the jurisdictional disputes in labor. 

All of these important gatherings mentioned above 
have been used as arenas by trade union leaders to air their 
differences not only on inter-union problems but on domestic 
and foreign policy quest ions ♦ In most of the speeches at 
these affairs, MEANY was the target. 

A recent issue of the Meat Cutters .magazine carried, 
an editorial signed by PAT GORMAN (phonetic) in which he said 
that an attack had been launched against MEANY and that there 
had even been* a demand for his resignation. In a back-handed 
way, the editorial suggested that MEANT should not resign, but 1 
that the Issues should be resolved* 

We, as Communists, must note the new features of 
this upsurge. The CIO unions are especially, displaying a 
certain boldness* They have the support of the machinists 
of the AFL and there is open fraternization with the; Teamsters 
Union. A very Important point to note is that there is almost 
a total absence of anti-Communism. 

The Chicago trade union meeting for peace resulted in 
a decision * that the unions appoint peace directors. 

How should the Party evaluate these new features? First, 
we must know the weaknesses* For example, there is complete 
silence on Cuba but despite such limitations, we are witness to 
the most militant expressions on the part of union leaders and 
members which is comparable to the, early days of the CIO in the 
1930 *s* 

We should note that all these movements have an inevitable 
logic. We recall that the original CIO came into being *to organize 
the unemployed into industrial unions. But this movement embraced 
other issues of the working class. This present movement , too will 
go beyond the question of jurisdictional disputes. In fact, they 
are already dealing with other Issues. 



The growing unity, of the Negro organizations behind 
the NALC to end "tokenism" will lead to Negro-labor unity and 
will become a force for the organization of the unemployed in 
the South, which is a key question. The CP has a special role 
to play. It must help move progressive forces in the trade 
unions for this labor-Negro alliance. 

Whenever the labor leaders participate in the move- 
ments for peace : and Negro rights with other forces, they are 
welcomed. At the Washington conference on disarmament,, some 
labor leaders were .asked to step from the floor and make 
speeches. 

The issues and demands raised by unions and other 
peopled movements present a realistic possibility to cement 
the unity of the peopleV anti-monopoly struggles. 

These new trends develop because of complex economic 
problems, the fourth post war recession, automation, wide 
unemployment and etc. At the present time, slogans for class 
collaboration. are not very, popular. There is a growing realiza- 
tion on the part of the working people, especially that the 
armament program benefits the big corporations,, but does not 
stop unemployment. The prolonged steel strike .and other strikes 
have convinced many labor leaders that it pays to be militant. ' 
Even WALTER REUTHER responds to such militancy. 

We can, also note that the trade union people are 
becoming disenchanted and disillusioned with the KENNEDY 
Administration. . We don«t want to overestimate this, but never- 
theless it is a fact., 

The Negro movement is growing, in influence and its 
militancy is the result of the anti-colonial movement . The 
, Negro worker especially has become more militant. Many people, 
known as "left wingers" are once again winning the confidence 
of the Negro people. 

« 

Now a note regarding our tasks. 

The resolutions of the 17th National Convention of 
the CP are still appropriate and valid although some problems 
have become more urgent, for example, the spread of unemployment 
and automation. We should remember that hunger is the lot of 
13 million people in the United States. The measures proposed 



by the KENNEDY Administration to deal with these problems are 
inadequate for today* 

We have to consider a new approach to the unemployed. 
In Chicago, we hear they are making some new approaches to the 
unemployed* 

REUTHER put forth some demands at the recent special , 
convention of the UAW. These demands are worth .studying. For 
example, REUTHER said no man is expendable, no man should suffer 
security for the benefit of a few. REUTHER placed .questions 
that demanded answers although he did not give the answers. For 
example, he asked the question, why is it that the more wealth 
we produce,, the more people who live on unemployment and welfare 
benefits? Why, when automation results in a wealth of goods, 
does hunger exist? On the question of small business and shorter 
work week, REUTHER says that small business cannot pay. But he 
suggests that the government and the big employer can pay. He 
draws the conclusion that the government must participate more 
and more and help the small businessman to help the worker. 

Our Party workers have a special role to play in 
bringing understanding to the people and to mobilize support 
for their demands. Also to mobilize support for RANOLPH's 
program against discrimination in unions. Also to gain support 
for the program of NORMAN THOMAS as was set forth in his letter 
on Cuba. We must expose the MEANT - LOVESTONE conspiracy. They 
are meeting with reactionary Cuban leaders, some posing as labor 
leaders, who are actually conspiring to destroy Cuba. 

At the 17th National Convention of the Party, in the 
resolution on trade unions, we showed that there was a struggle 
in the labor movement and how these struggles affected the labor 
leaders. We said at that time that the labor leaders could not 
be characterized, as one solid reactionary block. Today, this 
analysis has been proven to be true. We should not expect, 
however, that these labor leaders, even if they display militancy, 
to behave like Communists. We cannot challenge them for their 
jobs. We Communists must fight mainly for a program. 

Our attention should be focused on the existing discon- 
tent among the. rank and file trade unionists, which is only 
discontent at this present time, and transform this into action. 



The trad* union leaders fear we threaten their jobs. 
We *ust be careful not to provoke these leaders so tkat they, 
will not make a statement like MAZEY Made at the Chicago peace 
conference when he said, "if Comaunists become More active and 
threatening, we will fight them". SoMehow or other, we Must 
prevent these fears. 

The Party Must recognize that these treads and .things 
in the trade unions movement affect all our clubs and our 
Membership . We Must bring to the Party , the idea that members 
must not be aloof and explain to them the purpose of our identi- 
fication with the worker in the trade unions. This demands that 
we on our part carry on an ideological campaign and raise issues 
and demands. 

This ended POTASH *s remarks. 

At this point, CARL WINTER was given extra time and 
spoke on the recent convention of the UAW at Detroit, Michigan. 
The. essence, of his reMarks are as follows. 

This UAW convention was limited to discussion of 
demands to be presented to the "big three" in the auto industry 
and did not deal with inter-union problems. The UAW leadership 
did not come to this convention with a worked out program; So 
there is speculation of a division among the leadership. Some 
people felt they wanted to use the convention as a sounding board 
for their ideas and REUTHER»s speech was a sort of a trial 
balloon. 

At this convention, the CP of Michigan distributed 
2,000 reprints of an article from 'The Worker" on the topic of 
the shorter work week. (This article had been written by CARL 
WINTER). The purpose of this distribution had been to offset 
a proposal by a Cleveland local of the UAW that the shorter 
work week be bargained for on, a two-hour yearly reduction in 
the work week in each of the next five years. 

In addition, the Michigan CP distributed 1,000 copies 
of "The Worker" which contained an editorial on the UAW. They 
also distributed 1,000 copies of the May Day issue of 'The 
Worker". 

The Detroit press spoke of the boldness of the CP in 
distributing, literature in hopes of getting anti-Communist 
sentiment, but this boomeranged and the workers showed greater 
interest in the Party literature. 



Some Trotskyites -who call themselves the Iliemployment 
Coordinating Committee threw a picket line around the convention 
and as a result, hostility developed; towards them. This was in 
contrast to the friendly reception of the Party. 

Most of the slogans raised at the convention rel ated 
to shorter work week. Efforts were also made to play up REDTHER 
as a great labor leader and even greater than any other labor 
leader. REOTHER went out of his way to prove that the UAW does 
not want to discard the unemployed. REOTHER cane out against 
the slogan "30 - 40 - 60". He said there was no one cureall for 
the present economic ills and that the workers have to use varied 
means. He spoke of setting up an automation fund, of increasing 
political activity, and of enactment of legislation to cover 
big corporations to help lift the burden from small employers. 

He spoke of the need for vigilance against the speedup. 
For the first time, REOTHER came out for a Fair Employment 
Practice Law. REOTHER attacked the building trades for infring- 
ing on jurisdiction and threatened them with -retaliation. He 
proposed an international conference of auto workers to help meet 
foreign labor competition. One proposal was that foreign auto 
workers receive ten percent wage increases for the next five 
years or until they catch up with the United* States .worker. They 
will go through with such a conference. 

There was no red baiting at this convention and no 
beating of the drums for the KENNEDY foreign policy. Some -would 
be labor leader from Cuba representing the Democratic Front 
presented a Cuban flag to REOTHER at this convention, but this 
presentation drew no response from those in attendance. REOTHER 
was embarrassed by this act, put the flag under his arm and walked 
away. It had been promised that this Cuban would later be allowed 
to talk but he was never given the floor. 

163 resolutions were brought in by the various locals. 
30 locals asked for the "30 - 40 - 60". One of the popular 
. proposals was on the need for the creation of a national fund 
for automation. That is, to ' put aside one percent of the 
national payroll to take care of the employment and retraining 
of workers affected by automation. Another proposal was a demand 
for security for defense workers being laid off due to automation. 
Another popular demand was for a moratorium* on debts. 



The attitude towards the KENNEDY Administration has 
cooled off although REOTHER attempted to show that President 
KENNEDY, was a labor nan. They demanded more from the KENNEDY 
Administration and need to put emphasis against the reaction- 
aries. 

The convention banquet was attended by 550 people and 
for the first time they had a Negro speaker, Reverend KING, who 
made a militant speech and received a standing ovation. Senator 
DOUGLAS spoke and after one sentence of red baiting which was 
received cooly, he gave such remarks up. 

The "National Guardian" in a recent article by CARL 
HAESSLER attacked the UAW and REOTHER from a leftist point of 
view. There are also some people in our ranks who attack 
REOTHER without seeing the new things and pressures which make 
him react differently from last year. 

At this point, GOS HALL got up and said the question 
is how to use the rumbling of the rank and file to move the 
trade union leaders and at the same time, how to work with these 
leaders. He stated we. had to re-examine the idea of unity of 
left and center. This is a trade union concept and the Communists 
should be careful not to put it forward as a slogan. Negro-labor 
unity needs again to be placed in a new way. It must be placed 
as a pillar of both movements, the trade union and Negro rights. 

He concluded at this time by stating that an examina- 
tion of the peace movement shows a trend toward social democracy. 
This must be taken into consideration and an offer made on united 
front approaches. 

There then followed very brief discussions on these 
reports participated in by MILT ROSEN, GEORGE MORRIS, LOUIS 
WE IN STOCK, and PHIL BART. 

JACK STACHEL then spoke and said that we should not 
gloat over the difficulties of the trade union leaders. He 
quoted a phrase from page 347 of the new text "Fundamentals of 
Marxism-Leninism" which related to the fact that crises within 
the labor movement is not what the Party desires. 

STACHEL stated that we must construct the left in the 
trade unions and that unless we do so, we cannot succeed nor 
can the .trade union movement succeed. 
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At this point, BEN DAVIS got up and made some minor 
remarks regarding the report, although he had not been present 
to hear it. 

GUS HALL again , spoke and commented that unity, is the 
key question of the labor movement. He stated he sees the 
possibility of a split in the labor movement ; . however, if there 
is no split, MEANT and others will be forced to take back the 
Teamsters. He stated he wanted to underscore the fact that the 
CP favors trade union unity as well as unity of the Negro and 
the working class. 

The following proposals were made and approved: 

That, there be set up a committee to draw up, a 
statement for the Party which should be submitted at the 
forthcoming Board meeting. This statement can, serve as the 
basis of several articles for the Party press on the subject 
of Negro-labor alliance and as the answer from a Marxist .point 
of view to the unanswered questions placed by REOTHER at the 
recent UAW< convention. Appointed to this committee were GEORGE 
MORRIS, JIM ALLEN, GUS HALL and CLARENCE HATHAWAY. 

That memoranda should be sent out to Party organiza- 
tions and National Committee members on this discussion. 

That an educational outline should be drawn up for 
all clubs on this Important question. 

At this point, WILL WEINSTONE took the floor for the 
purpose of reminding those present that GEORGE MORRIS, had written 
a book dealing with the labor movement and trade unions which 
will be ready for distribution any day. WEINSTONE proposed that 
the Trade Union and Education Departments work out a means of 
distributing this book. 

It was then proposed and approved that CARL WINTER 
write an article on the contract negotiations of the UAW f or 
"Political Affairs". 

At this point, GUS HALL informed the group of the serious 
illnesses of GEORGE MEYERS and of GERALDTNE LIGHTFOOT and a message 
will be sent out from the meeting to these individuals. 

At this point, the meeting adjourned. 
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On 4/7/61; NY 2384-S* who furnished reliable 
information in the past, furnished the following con- 
cerning a May Day meeting, held on that date in 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY » s office at CP Headquarters, 23 
West 26th Street, NYC. 

The meeting began with BETTY GANNETT asking 
MIMI FRIEDLANDER if the speakers for 1961 May Day would 
be provided.^ 

MIMI replied they would as far as they could. 
She said there was no reason why BEN LUBEROPF could not help. 
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She said that LUBEROFF can speak in areas where he did 
not speak before. MIMI asked what about BEN DAVIS 
speaking In Harlem. 

EVELYN WIENER said that BEN was the best 
speaker in Harlem; that he was identified with May 
Day. 

BETTY GANNETT feels that well-known Communists 
should not speak. It should be someone connected with 
the May Day Committee. This is because they do not 
want it to be a party mobilization. 

WIENER said they would have to use their judge- 
ment on this. As far as mobilizing ability goes, no one 
could beat DAVIS in HARLEM. He is broader than the 
party in Harlem. WIENER said they should have DAVIS 
speak in Harlem and use their own judgement in areas 
regarding speakers. 

FRIEDLANDER said that it was not a question of 
BEN's ability to mobilize. She said they are asking 
people to come to a May Day affair under the direction 
of an ad hoc: Committee. If BEN does mobilize it would 
be no different than BEN mobilizing for a party, meeting. 

GANNETT said that if they could get CYRIL 
PHILLIPS to be chairman for Harlem, it would be all* right. But 
she &j against DAVIS as the main speaker for Harlem. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK said they should have only 
one objective, that is how to bring people to May Day 
and they should only Judge speakers on their ability 
to get people. Se said that if DAVIS could bring 
one hundred more people, DAVIS should speak. 
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An unidentified male then described for this 
meeting, the- decorations banners, and slogans to be 
utili2ed at the May Day rally. 

MIMI stated that regarding speakers, they 
have general agreement. LOUIE WEINSTOCK, mentioned 
JIM JACKSON of "The Worker" as a speaker. FRIEDLANDER said 
they lad written to MC MANUS to speak. She utilized 
the blackboard to identify several more people as 
prospective speakers. She said that she..wuld like 
JULIO (MEDIAN) as a speaker.

STEVE mentioned that he fcy&d to call his brother-in-law (FRED W. YEAGER, 
1103 Shreve Street, Pittsburgh) in order to get accommodations 
for the night of April 29, 196l. STEVE said that he was going to 
see the SCHLESINGERs tomorrow (4/30/61) and that he would like to 
see ANN and STEVE (DEVUNICH) but that would be impossible* ALEX 
mentioned that he saw ANN occasionally at lunch, 

STEVE said that he had to see SCHLESINGER to discuss the coupon 
business with him; that he had asked SCHLESIN6ER about it in 
New York; but that SCHLESINOER had said that they would inave to 
look at his books in Pittsburgh* 

STEVE said that he had attended a meeting of the Spanish Vets 
(Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade) on the evening of 
April 28, 1961, in New York and that this was the only place 
* where he was active now. 

STEVE mentioned that ALEX STABER had not found any place in New 
York to fit in; that he doesn»t feel that he wants to do anything 
at the moment; that he has job and family problems; and that he 
is not active in anything at the present tirafc. 

STEVE explained that the Spanish Vets was the only activity he 
had engaged in since going to New York. STEVE explained that 
there were hundreds of prisoners in jail in Spain and that 
nobody had been doing anything for them. He said that when he 
first reached New York the Vets were talking about becoming a 
social club; that there were about three hundred Vets in New 
York; that he was sick upon hearing this; and that after becoming 
active he had worked with a committee for about six or seven 
months and fought for the idea that they should have some kind 
of a broad committee within the Yets which would work on this 
business of the Spanish political prisoners. He said that finally, 
through his work, they began to communicate with the prisoners, 
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to send packages to them, and that they finally got a lawyer to 
go to Spain regarding this. STEVE said that the "New York Times" 
carried a story about the fact that General FRANCO had these 
prisoners in Spain. STEVE said that the Vets* lawyer went to 
Prance where he found another lawyer who knew someone in Madrid 
and along with a British lawyer and two Latin American lawyers, 
they went to Madrid to contact the Bar Association there about 
the prisoners. According to STEVE, the lawyers went to the 
head of the Bar Association in Madrid and signed a petition for 
amnesty for these prisoners. STEVE said that since this has 
happened and the lawyer has returned, "all hell has been popping." 
STEVE said that JIM CAREY of the UERMWA has sponsored this 
campaign for amnesty for the prisoners; "the guy from the Butcher's 
Union, GORMAN (ph)," the New York AFL-CIO, four countries and 
ARTHUR MILLER, MARILYN MONROE 1 s former husband, have also all 
endorsed and sponsored this amnesty campaign. STEVE said that 
on A&ril 28, 1961, about sixty V^ts attended the meeting in 
New York to hear a report on the Paris World Conference on 
amnesty for the prisoners. According to STEVE, about seven 
hundred and fifty delegates attended the Paris Conference including 
representatives of the left wing of the British Labor Party, also 
representatives of the right wing of the British Labor Party, 
and that they had all kinds of delegations from France and Italy. 

STEVE said that when he first started this business for amnesty 
in the Vets, one of "the left" stood up and said that it would 
be a waste of time because FRANCO would just put the prisoners 
back in Jail if they did get them out. STEVE said that he told 
this guy that he should have had a little Jail experience; that 
one day out of jail is better than one in. STEVE said that 
originally the Vets did not go along with the amnesty thing so 
they started to send packages to the prisoners. 

STEVE said that they had learned that there were four hundred 
prisoners in one Jail and told a story about one young fellow 
who had been in the International Brigade from the beginning. 
STEVE said that this fellow was captured in France and from 
France he ran away to South America. In 1941 he was a seaman 
and subsequently joined the American Army and was in the American 
Army from 1941 - 1945. STEVE said that for some reason he went 
back to Spain and that he is now back in Jail serving a 25 year 
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sentence. 

STEVE said that the Vets exchanged letters with the prisoners 
and that since the beginning of the campaign, one thousand 
packages have been sent to the prisoners through the efforts of 
the Vets; that there is a group in New York which does nothing 
but pack and ship clothes to Spain, and as a result, the campaign 
has grown and they have maintain® g contact with many of these 
prisoners, STEVE said that the efforts of the Vets had been 
publicized in the "National ^aardian" and ink said that he had 
brought some literature along for the STEINBERGS describing this 
campaign. 

STEVE again said that this was the only thing he had been doing 
in New York with the exception of attending a m®eting % now and 
then with guys who are more or less in but are not too enthusiastic. 
STEVE said that by and large the world communist movement is in 
the progressive camp whatever its other faults are. STEVE said 
that the Party leaders do not touch himj that they do not ask him 
to do anything; that they do not say anything to him; but at first, 
they slandered him, the slander having been started by BILL 
ALBERTSON. 

ALEX mentioned that ALBERTSON was recently in Pittsburgh and that 
he had bought a book from him. STEVE said that HYMEi^SCHLESINOER 
had told him that ALBERTSON had been here. 1 

ALEX said that ESTHER had invited ALBERTSON to visit them although 
he did not want to see him. ALEX said that ALBERTSON did not say 
one word about the political situation when he was here and that 
ALBERTSON apparently knows where he (ALEX) stands. 

STEVE said that, of course, ALBERTSON knew; that we were all rubbed 
a certain way; and that there are now only a few who want to go 
out of their way to see me in New York - ELIZABETH (ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNNk^4US (<WS HALL), and possibly a couple of others. 
STEVE said' that HATHAWAY (CLARENCE HATHAWAY) keeps after him to 
handle a class but STEVE has told himjthat he will not work on 
a full time basis- anymore; that he couldn't do it even under the 
best of circumstances; that his health is not too good; and that 
he has to make a living. STEVE said that he told them that he 
would do what he could do on this one thing (Spanish Vets); .and' 
that he was the only old timer in the Vets who had stood the line 
in the vets. 
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STEVE continued his talk about the amnesty for Spanish prisoners 
and said that he had seen GEORGE WATT at the Yets meeting of 
April 28** 1961, and that this was the first time that GE0R$B 
had atttftded a Vets meeting in about eight months. GEORGE has 
become a stripper in the printing industry and, although GEORGE 
is a nice guy, he doesn't do much himself anymore. 

ALEX mentioned that he had called MAURICE (MAURICE SHINDLER) 
to come to see STEVE. STEVE asked if SHINDLER had been on the 
old district Committee. ALEX said no but said that he thought 
that MAURICE should be here and that this would be the only 
time he would have a chance to see him.

STEVE and ALEX mentioned the money which was being maintained 
by ALEX. STEVE said that he had heard how PHIL (PHIL BART) 
had offended him (ALEX) when BART was in Pittsburgh by telling 
him that this money was "Party money." STEVE said that he had 
told the Party people in New York that he was astounded that 
they had said this to ALEX as this money was not Party money. 
ESTHER mentioned that they wanted to do something about the money 
as they did not want people bothering them about it. STEVE said 
that he had told the people in New York that ALEX and others here 
had certain pressures on them when people showed up for money. 
According to STEVE, PHIL BART said that they would not leave 
anyone out on a limb and that if a situation arose they would 
certainly be responsible for taking care of any demands like 
that.

During this contact, STEVE 
talked with FRED'S wife, HILDA YEAGER. 

STEVE spoke of his Jobs in New York saying that after losing his 
Job with the printer, he was on unemployment insurance for about 
three months. Finally, a friend of his, a Spanish vet, who had 
a cabinet shop in Westchester County, offered him a Job and he went 
to work for him on a part-time basis at $30 a day. STEVE said 
that it was on this Job that he was injured when a scaffold fell 
and he landed on his back on some wod&en steps which collapsed 
under him. STEVE brdke five ribs and hurt his spine and kidneys. 
STEVE said that the accident had occurred on September 30, i960, 
and that he was now on workers compensation at $50.00 a week. 
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He said that this was not enough but that he still had a few 
printing accounts left which a progressive printer was servicing 
for him. STEVE said that he had also lately been doing some 
cabinet work for a Japanese cabinet maker on a part-time basis.

STEVE repeated for MAURICE that he had come to Pittsburgh to 
get the bond coupon and the bail fund business cleared up.

STEVE said that he had reported 
this conversation to WOPSY ( ISADORE WOPSY), the guy who is 
handling, Party money, in New York, on April 2k» 1961, and told 
him that he would c6me to Pittsburgh to discuss the'matter with 
the responsible people and that these people, perhaps, might 
decide to give them a share of the money. STEVE said that on 
April 30, 1961, he would see HYMEN SCHLESINGER about the 
bond coupons but that he was really embarrassed to ask 
SCHLESINGER for anything after all the things he had done for 
them in Pittsburgh. STEVE said that if SCHLESINGER has made 
some money lately then I will accept some from him if he 
wants to give us some money. STEVE said that it's entirely 
up to him. STEVE indicated that SCHLESINGER held all of the 
coupons from the Smith Act Trial bonds amounting to $300 
or. $400. STEVE, sa;ld. that actually HYMEN, may need all of the 
money he has to fight, his case before ;,the* Supreme Court. He,, 
said that HYMEN is ' very* optimistic about this case but that 
he« ? did not think that , HYMEN would win his "case. STEVE ^was of 
ftgt opinion that ♦ YEEj f STEINBERG would, win his. case . rr . 

STEVE told ALEX and MAURICE that it was entirely up to them 
how they wanted to handle the matter. He said that he had 
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one receipt which had shown up in New York which had been paid 
by New York officials* STEVE asked ALEX if he had the record * 
book in order that this receipt could be attached to it but 
ALEX answered no. STEVE appeared very surprised at this but 
said that he had brought the receipt along merely to attach it 
to the records and inasmuch as they did not have the record 
book, he would. take the receipt back to WOFSY and let him 
tear it up, 

STEVE said that he knew the guy who had originally loaned the 
money which was represented by this receipt. STEVE said that 
he,, was an old retired garment worker in New York and that this 
man had come to him to ask for a repayment of the money. 
STEVE sai d that he had told this guy that his money had been giwentffc 
to PATTERSON ( WILL IAM L. PATTERSON) and he had referred him to 
PATTERSON. STEVE said that* In this way- he had helped to get the 
matter settled and the man had been repaid his money. 
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ALEX said that as far as he is concerned they could have all of 
the money, indicating that this consisted of two bonds, one 
for $1,000 and one for $500, not because he thought they should 
have it but because he wanted to clear up the whole matter once b 7c 
and fo* all. ALEX said that he certainly wasn't going to use 
the money for personal reasons and that neither was anyone else 
here going to use it. STEVE said that he was certain of that 
and mentioned that he hai practically given the people in 
New York an accounting simply from memory. He said that he 
remembered that they went to several individuals and asked 
them to write. off the money they had given to the Party as a 
loan. STEVE said that he remembered that they had approached 
ALEX concerning this, although he could not remember how much 
ALEX had given. STEVE said that he did remember that MAURICE 
had given, .tPOO. BRflffY f.POSSi bly BECKY HOROWITZ) $100, 



had given, ftPOO. BRAKY tpossi blv BECKY HOROWITZ) $100, \ 
(possibly! $100, 1 [ $100, EVELYN 



$100, and RUDIAK 

(JOE KUDIAK) $100. — STEVE indicated that all of these people 
had been asked to write off the loans they had made and he 
believed that they had all done so. 



MAURICE mentioned that he had seen RUDIAK about two months ago 
and STEVE then asked them not to tell anyone that he had been 
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in Pittsburgh because there would be hard feelings if he did 
not get around to see everyone he should. 

STEVE asked MAURICE how he felt about this bond and money 
business. MAURICE said that he could not see any need for 
the money in Pittsburgh in the foreseeable future and 
therefore he would go along with ALEX, ALEX then mentioned 
that perhaps they could make a contribution to the Vets 
(VALB) . STEVE replied that he certainly wished that they 
could and' then said that he wished to fill in MAURICE on 
his work with the ALB concerning amnesty for prisoners 
in Spain. 

STEVE repeated his story about his work with the Vets saying 
that he had personally contacted five lawyers in Mew fork 
who had been connected with his case to see if they would 
help in this matter. None of them would go to Spain. STEVE 
said that the lawyer who finally did go to Spain (name not 
indicated) had stated at the meeting on April 2®, 1961, that 
the amnesty movement never would have gotten started if jit 
hadn't been for the Vets. STEVE said that he sent letters 
to people in Prance, Germany and Italy, to people who knew 
him from his books, etc. The* Vets made a mailing to all of 
these people which included doctors, members of the clergy, 
etc. and that already some 187 of them had responded asking 
to be sponsors on the amnesty committee. STEVE repeated that 
JAMES CAREY and GORMAN (ph) of the Butcher 8 s Union were 
sponsors of this movement. 

STEVE said that the Vets were not going to dominate this 
^amnesty committee as they wanted to get liberals, right 
'wingers, and a good cross section in it. He said that the 
Vetf were going to work behind the scenes on this amnesty 

committee. STEVE said that GEORGE WATT, -ifx>^^t^^^tt^^t^ted 
-iiuifcyhe* ..had not . heard of anything as good as this amnesty 

committee' for a long, long time. 

During this portion of the conversation, STEVE said that he 
was a member of the Pair Play For Cuba Committee. 

ALEX again repeated that he was willing to give up the 
entire $1,500 to the National Off ice with the stipulation 
that a third of it would go to STEVE'S amnesty committee. 
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STEVE said that that would be fine and if that was the way, 
they wanted to dp it, he was sure that it would be all right 
in New York. 

STEVE stated that he had talked too much and was going to 
take a rest and wondered if any of the others had any questions. 
At this point MAURICE asked STEVE "How is the Party doing?" 
STEVE said "It's a sad situation*" STEVE said that when he 
first went back to New York the Party was dominated by BEN 
DAVIS and others like him and that the Party had become less 
and less effective until about a year ago when GUS (GUS HALL) 
came around after the last convention. He said that at that 
time the Party realized that they ha® to be a little more 
sensible on tactics - on trade union matters, on elections and 
on Negro tactics. He said that as far as tactics were concerned 
at the present time he had no quarrel with the present leaders. 
The leaders and the Party have become more active in the unions. 
STEVE said that the Party has done good work and that the 
labor movement itself in New York has dene good work on 
economic problems of the day. STEVE said that he has contacts 
with many trade unionists in New York including some who were 
in the Party twenty- five years ago and haven't been around 
since, like J. RUBIN (ph) of the Hotel Union. STEVE said that 
RUBIN was one of the guiding lights behind the revived labor 
movement in New York and that he went to see him. According 
to STEVE, RUBIN is an opportunist - in some ways but that he 
still hasn't forgotten all of&the things he learned in the 
Party. STEVE said that he sees RUBIN and discusses all kinds of 
things with him and RUBIN seems to be interested in hearing 
from STEVE about these things. STEVE said that before the 
general election last November, RUBIN wondered why the Party 
wasn't doing something on the election and indicated that he 
felt that they were letting NIXON get away with murder. STEVE 
said that he explained to RUBIN that the Party was behind 
KENNEDY and at least now, since the election, the labor unions 
can question KENNEDY'S economic policies. According to STEVE, 
the party IsiTiowninnthe: main stream of the labor movement 
and not by itself. STEVE said that even if we have voted for 
someone who has messed up foreign policy, we have the right to 
send hiatfa telegram telling him that we voted for him and 
telling film what is wrong with his policies. 
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STEVE said that it is the same old people in the movement 
(CP); that the Party membership is old; that when he 
goes, to a mppftlnp hff 1ft nn*» of the younger ones and that 

When Ms along she helps to bring the hf - 

age level down. STEVE said that QUS (GUS HALL) is not ~l 
the final answer; that HALL can't stand up against HIKE b 
WALLACE on TV because he isn't fast enough on his feet 
and actually HALL doesn't have the personal strength' to 
handle the Party but he is much better than FOSTER or DAVIS 
and their kind. STEVE said that HALL at least thinks like 
an American - along American lines. 

STEVE said that about two and one-half months ago he 
attended a meeting at which ELIZABETHS GURLEY FLYNN spoke 
concerning the 8l Party meeting in Russia. STEVE said 
that it was quite interesting in that she described the 
controversy which occurred at this meeting concerning 
the views expressed by Communist China. STEVE said that 
according to FLYNN, the Russians and others opposed the 
views of the Chinese especially regarding peaceful coexistence 
but were willing to discuss/ to argue and to listen to them. 
FLYNN related that the Chinese seeing that they were lofsing 
the argument tried to prevent the matter from going to a 
vote. FLYNN said that the Russians then let them (the 
Chinese) have it, telling them that they had no foreign 
policy; that they had started that mess in India which had 
driven the masses over to NEHRU; and that KHRUSHCHEV 
himself then flatly stated to the Chinese that there were 
no borders worth a war today. STEVE said that FLYNN indicated 
that the Russians did not indulge in any table pounding or 
nastyness and had simply sat down and argued the thing out 
with the other members at this meeting. STEVE indicated 
that this was a change from the old days and was certainly 
a step in the right direction. STEVE said that what he was 
trying to say was that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, who was 
fairly rigid in her thinking before, had changed her tune 
and that she had learned that the Russians are meeting the 
problems of today; that they are talking differently than 
they talked twenty-five years ago; and that they are answering 
the problems of the day. 

STEVE then mentioned that CLARENCE HATHAWAY is very ill and 
that BETTY GANNETT was playing a leading roll in Party affairs 
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in Hew York and, in his opinion, was playing a good role. 

STEVE then mentioned HERB (HERBERT KRANSDORPSfeCPWP organizer) 
and MURICE asked, "Is he still around?" STEVE replied that he 
was; that he (KRANSDORP) doesn't know what makes the world go 
around; that he hated to see the poor guy get knocked out 
like that; and that it's a pit\y because he means well. STEVE 
said that KRANSDORP did not know what was going on because he 
went to guys like ART SHIELDS and I "fo ld had a meeting 

with them in New York to learn what tne picture wafc in 
Pittsburgh. STEVE said that KRANSDORP avoided seeing him. 
STEVE said that KRANSDORP knew that he (NELSON) was an 
oppositionist but that he could have come to him for straight 
v -2 information. 

' ALEX said that KRANSDORP is stupid; that the first time he 
came to see him in Pittsburgh he had had it out with him^and 
that he had told him that if he wanted to learn about STEVE 
and what STEVE had done here, he should go around to ™© 
People in this area who knew'sTEVE. ALEX said that KRANSDORP 
kept quiet after that. ALEX also said that he thought 
that KRANSDORP was not a very good man. STEVE said that 
KRANSDORP was probably a good enough guy but that he J NELSON; 
maintained that they had to build a hew movement in Pittsburgh, 
a broader movement, and that KRANSDORP doesn't fit. STEVE 
said that maybe KRANSDORP will at least be able to keep what 
we have together. 

ALEX said that KRANSDORP isn't too bad now in that he is 
involved in SANE, The A£A, and some of the other broader 
movements in the area and that he takes a pretty fair 
position on these matters. 

MAURICE said that KRANSDORP had been up to see him a few 
times and talked to him, mentioning that he was having a 
hard time of it and wondered if MAURICE could help out in a 
sustaining fund. 

^ STEVE repeated the history of his injury for MAURICE saying 
that he still had an infection in his kidneys. STEVE said 
that he was going back to work with the same fellow in 
Westchester; that they were going to build^ a home; that^ they 
are going to purchase some land from a Quaker; that they had 
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managed to get a loan from a .bank; that he Is a minor partner 
in this thing because his partner has all of the tools and 
$3,000 in the corporation; that he. had raised $1,500 to put 
in the corporation; and that he hoped to be able to go back 
to work soon.

Clarance 'Hathaway acted as chairman of the meeting: 
Gus Hall opened the discussion and stated that the Party 
must revitalize and revamp its whole literature apparatus. 
He noted that it was behind the times and ha3 become 
stagnant. 
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Re: Communist Party, 

United States of America - 
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Hall- felt that there was a tremendous opportunity 
at present to move ahead in the literature field especially 
among colleges and youth. Hall thought that .the Party 
should use modern advertising methods and promotional 
ideas and utilize. college papers. 

Hall said that there was a need for a 
publication committee working Under the Educational 
Department which would handle long-range planning. 
He said this committee should be empowered to make 
decisions in this field. Hall also expressed the 
opinion that the Party should set up an "Alexander 
Trachtenberg Foundation" that will be the owner and 
so-called promoter of the publishing houses "we have. 
Hall said there should be no procrastinating in setting 
up this foundation. 

Jack Stachel said that a Publication Committee 
should be a driving force having political and organizational 
value. 

Clarence Hathaway said that such a committee 
could concern itself both with the timeliness of topics 
and promotional activity. James Jackson was also of the 
opinion that a major task of such a committee would be 
promotion and the development' of. new markets, for 
subscribers. 

Alexander Trachtenberg said they should start to 
move but as far as publishing is concerned, it is a. question 
of limited personnel. 

Gus Hall commented that the major weakness- has been 
that no one knows what is available. He said that the 
approach must be that we will not save the institutions by 
cutting down, but rather we Will save them by investing, 
promoting and expanding. 
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Danny Rubin said that a market for Communist 
literature exists in college w Bbraries and bookstores. 
He recommended that a youth comrade be included on any 
Publishing Committee. 

It was Indicated that Bill Albertson might 
head up the Publishing Committee. Hall said the Committee 
for the present should be limited to the field of books and 
pamphlets which could be expanded later to include 
magazines and .the like. 

Informant advised that there was some discussion 
on the Party's work in the. South. Gus Hall noting that the 
Party was beginning to reestablish work in the South and that 
fortunately they were not starting from scratch, which he 
said was "a pleasant surprise to me". Hall said the 
South is becoming a more decisive area in national 
politics. He felt that the Kennedy Administration will 
move in this field and the Party should take steps to force 
it to move faster.; 

Ben Davis said the Negro movement in the South is 
not dead and is moving in the economic area. Davis felt 
that Reverend Martin Luther King's "philosophy of love" is* 
being challenged on the grounds that it is not a militant 
philosophy. He said there was a sharp and' new militancy 
expressing itself in the South which is beginning to 
challenge Reverend King's philosophies. 

James Jackson reported that the main source of 
Party losses in the South was migration as a result of 
continued "forays" by National j State and City vigilante 
Committees, like the HCUA (House Committee on Un-American 
Activities) which eliminated important cadres from the South. 
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Jackson said, however, that there were forces 
operating in the South, outside the particular orbit of 
the Party which is doing important work. He noted that 
first and foremost was the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund and said we should think of it from the standpoint 
"of new potential for that organization and a place of 
assembly*" 

Jackson said that there has always been a 
consistant stress that the Party has to exist in the 
South and we have found out from experience how it should 
function. He said that they must face the realization 
that the Party cannot function openly in the South, but 
should give open expression to its presence. The day to 
day functioning of the people should be through a non-Party 
organization. 

Jackson said that rather than try to service all 15 
states from the center "we" picked out 3 or 4 key states on 
which progress being made would affect the whole. 

Jack Stachel said that an evaluation should be made 
of the South and try to get more direct information from the 
area. He felt that the center should give more political and 
financial support to the South. 

Gus Hall said that the Party's approach to the "King 
Movement" should be a positive one and attempt to influence 
it* He said the Party should also take note of other movements 
even though they may have weaknesses. 

Gus Hall further commented that the recent speeches 
of (Richard) Nixon indicates the beginning of a political struggle 
in the country. He .said it was the beginning of a Republican - 
dxiecrat coalition with a reactionary militant policy. Their 
direction is one of open aggressiveness with no retreat. He 
said the Party's position is to sharply attack the dangers of the 
Republican Party and not let their policies develop in the 
Kennedy Administration.

AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC, who 
is commonly known as JAMES ALLEN. 
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ALLEN reportedly will take over HY LUMER's 
duties as CP, USA Educational Director.

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BERT departed from the; United States on 3/23/6*1, 
to attend an Economic Conference to be held by the

conference- was scheduled to last for 10 days, after 
which time BERT was expected* to travel to Leipzig, 
German People's Republic, where, during the; period

COLON, JESUS 

COLON is an at largo member of the NC, and 
is employed by "The Worker" for which he writes a 
weekly column.

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At a meeting of CP functionaries held in 
March, 1961, GUS HALL criticized CRENOVICH's attitude 
and refused to appoint him to a committee being 
established to study and amend the CP, USA Constitution. 
CRENOVICH, since that time, has personally contacted 
HALL and has apparently reconciled his differences 
with him. HALL has stated that he appreciates 
CRENOVICH's forthright attitude in approaching him 
on this matter. 

DAVIS, BENJAMIN J. JR. 

DAVIS is an at large member of the NC, and 
holds the position of CP, USA National Secretary. 
He also functions as a member of the CP National 
Board. 

DAVIS, in the recent past, has exhibited signs 
of discontent with the Earty, and has expressed bitterness 
toward the national leadership. He feels that the 
national leaders prefer to stay in their offices 
and talk,- rather than partake in any positive CP 
activity. 

At a recent meeting of the CP National Board, 
DAVIS was highly critical of PHIL BART and JACK STACHEL 
for their having changed the wording of a cablegram 
to the Soviet Union, expressing congratulations on the 
launching of a man into space. DAVIS complained that 
this action was taken without consulting him, and accused 
STACHEL of white chauvinism. Shortly thereafter, GUS 
HALL stated that DAVIS had walked into CP headquarters 
and announced he was "quitting" the CP. DAVIS, however, 
appeared at CP headquarters on the next day and acted 
as though nothing had ever happened. 
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On 5/9/61, a special meeting of the CP National 
Board and invited guests was hold in NYC, to discuss 
the problem of BEN DAVIS. The Board meeting, headed 
by GUS HALL, accused BEN DAVIS of political immaturity. 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT accused DAVIS of indiscrlminently 
Using the term white chauvinism, and criticized DAVIS 
for his lack of Party work. JAMES JACKSON, CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY and PHIL BART also criticized DAVIS for 
his factional tendencies. 

DAVIS countercharged, and specifically 
accused JACK STACKED of white chauvinism. DAVIS claimed 
that STACHEL represented the "right" of the Party. 
Generally, he charged bosslsm in the Party, and 
conspiracy against him personally. DAVIS threatened 
that if the Board went against him he would carry 
the affair to the next CP National Convention, if 
necessary. 

The Board failed to arrive at a final decision 
concerning this matter, and DAVIS was given two weeks 
to think things over. 

DAVIS, in subsequent conversation with his 
wife told her that a meeting had been held' concerning 
him. He inferred that the subject of his car (CP's 
car) was brought Up and that it was i stated that 
he should either use the car on Party business or give 
it up. He added, he has a car, but does not have 
enough money to feed his family. 

DAVIS 1 wife did not appear at all interested 
in his CP difficulties stating that she wanted "a home 
life" and not a "political life". 
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DAVIS, in a later discussion with ESTHER CANTOR, 
a NY District CP functionary., stated that he still has 
his "arms and legs" but that he has been "quartered" 
and "castigated". 

FLYNN, ELIZABETH QURLEY 

FLYNN is. an at large member of the NC, and 
functions as National Chairman of the CP, USA. In 
addition, FLYNN holds membership on the CP, USA National 
Board. 

FLYNN is at the present time on a trip to the 
West Coast making speeches concerning her recent trip 
abroad. FLYNN has visited such major cities on the West 
Coast as Seattle, Washington, San Francisco, California, 
and Los Angeles, California. She has, during ghis 
trip, held press conferences and appeared on/radio 
program. FLYNN is expected to return to NYC in the 
latter part of May, 1961. 

FRIEDLANDER, MIRIAM , 

FRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District and continues to hold the title of 
Bronx.- County Organizer. FRIEDLANDER regularly attends 
meetings of the NY District CP Board. 

FRIEDLANDER was in the recent past active in 
heading up preparations for the 1961 May Day celebration 
held at Washington Square in NYC. 
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QERSON, SIMON 

GERSON is an at large member of the SO. In 
addition, he holds membership on the ^litical Ac tlon 
and Legislation Commission of the NY CP District. 

QERSON continues his employment with Af ton 
Tours, NYC, and reportedly is contemplating a trip 
to Israel to visit his father. 

HALL , GUS 

HALL is an at large member of the fC, and 
holds the position of General Secretary of the CP, USA. 
In addition, HALL is also a member of the recently 
created CP National Board. 

HALL continues to be most active in all phases 
of CP work' on a national level, and recently 
traveled to Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose of 
making a May Day speech. 

As was previously stated, HALL has of late 
been concerned with the activities of BEN DAVIS, and was 
respensible for the meeting of the CP National Board 
on 5/9/61, at which DAVIS' position was discussed. It 
would seem that HALL has become completely disenchanted 
with DAVIS as a CP national leader. 

HALL reportedly is also quite concerned over 
the fact that the New York State Legislature has passed 
a law making it illegal for convicted Smith Act subjects 
to' drive or be licensed in the State of New York. 
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Presently HALL drives in New York State 
but does not utilize a New York State Operator's 
License, but instead carries an Ohio Operator's 
License. The car he drives is not registered in his 
own name but rather in the name of JOE BRANDT (NY 
District CP member) of New York City, who is an 
old acquaintance of HALLs from Cleveland. Because 
of this new legislation HALL is now considering 
establishing legal residence in Ohio, in order to 
avoid any difficulty in regard to his use of an 
automobile in New York State. 

HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 

HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC, 
and holds the position of Chairman of the NY District. 
He is also a member of the recently formed CP National 
Board, and a member of the Peace Commission, Trade 
Union Commission and the Political Action and Legislation 
Commission of the NY CP District. 

HATHAWAY has recently recovered from an 
asthmatic attack, and has resumed his CP activities. 

JACKSON, JAMES E. 

JACKSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and holds the position of Editor of "The Worker". 
JACKSON also serves as a member of the CP National 
Board. 

JACKSON, in the recent.'.past, has attended only 
a limited number of meetings of the National CP Leader- 
ship, apparently dividing his time between covering 
' activities at the United Nations (UN) and fulfilling 
his duties as Editor of "The Worker" . 
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JACKSON recently has addressed the Marxist 
Discussion Clubs of Queens College and the City College 
of New York, his topic being "What Communism Is". 
He has described these meetings as being successful, 
with the students in attendance asking intelligent 
questions, 

JOHNSON, ARNOLD 

JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and functions as a member of the Peace Commission 
of the NY CP District. JOHNSON was recently placed 
in charge of the legal defense work for the CP. PHIL 
BART has complained about the lack of activity on 
JOHNSON'S part in regard to "defense matters". JOHNSON 
is apparently a close friend of GUS HALL and",quitc 
possibly owes his stature and position in the Party 
to his acquaintanceship with HALL. 

JOHNSON departed from NYC on k/25/6l, at 
the head of a five man delegation to attend as a representative 
of the CP, USA, the May Day celebration in Moscow, 
USSR. He has not as yet returned from this trip. 

Information has been received which Indicates 
that other CP functionaries have criticized the 
selection of JOHNSON as a member of this delegation, 
claiming that he is a stooge for BEN DAVIS and has 
been relatively inactive in Party affairs. 

LUMER, HYMAN 

LUMER is an at large member of the NC, and 
holds membership on the CP National Board. 
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On 2/20/61, the US Supreme Court denied 
Certiorari in LUMER' s case under the LMRA of 1947. 

On 5/6/61, a motion for reduction of sentence 
in LUMER's case was denied, and the other defendants 
in the case were ordered to begin serving., 
their 18 month sentence immediately. LUMER, nowcver, 
was granted a delay of 90 days because of the illness 
of his wife. 

At a meeting of the CP National Board on 
4/26/61, QUS HALL recommended that HY LUMER be 
relieved of all his assignments and duties until he 
comes out of prison. LUMER, who had previously 
requested that he be given a leave of absence in order 
to arrange his affairs prior to entering into prison, 
will apparently commence turning over his duties to 
JAMES ALLEN, who has reportedly been designated to 
succeed him in the post of CP, USA Educational 
Director. 

LUMER continues, however, to frequent CP 
headquarters on almost a dally basis. 

MC ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN) 

MC ADORY is an at large member of the NC, 
and a member of the NY District CP Board, and a member 
of the Harlem Region Committee of the CP. 

MC ADORY-. has recently, attended CP leader- 
ship classes conducted by BEN DAVIS for selected members 
of the Harlem Region CP. In addition, she has, in April, 1961, 
attended meetings of .the CP National Negro Commission 
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KG ADORY is a strong supporter of BEN DAVIS 
and continually backs his activities as a CP national 
leader, 

O'DELL, HUNTER PITTS 

O'DELL is a member of the NO representing the 

South. 

O'DELL continues to avoid ;-any open 
connection with the' CP, and has reportedly not made 
any contact with CP headquarters, NYC. 

It has recently been determined that O'DELL 
is employed by the Committee to Aid the Southern 
Freedom Struggle, 312 West 125th Street, NYC, which 
committee is engaged in collecting funds for the 
assistance of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, which is headed by Reverend MARTIN LUTHER 
KING. 

PATTERSON, WILLIAM L. 

PATTERSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and holds the position of Vice-Chairman of the NY District 
CP. PATTERSON is a member of the CP, USA Negro 
Commission and the NY District CP Negro Commission. 

In addition, PATTERSON is a member of the 
Control Commission of the CP, USA, and a member of the 
Review, Appeals and Audit Committee of this Commission. 
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PATTERSON has reportedly been named as the 
head of a special committee that will investigate 
the dissident CP groupr* in New Jersey, which has 
called itself "the New Jersey CP". 

He regularly attends meetings of the National 
CP Leadership as well as meetings of the NY/.;DTstrict 
CP Staff and Board. 

POTASH, IRVING 

POTASH is an at largo member of the NC, 
and serves as Labor Secretary of the CP, USA. He 
has been elected to membership on the CP National Board and 
regularly attends CP meetings on a national jlovoI. b ^ 

In furtherance of his duties as Labor b7C 
Secretary, POTASH has continued to communicate with 
the Canadian CP, and in April, 1961, arranged for a 
representative of the CP, USA, and a representative 
of the Canadian CP, to meet during the United AUto 
Workers Economic Convention, held in Detroit in 
April, 1961. 

POTASH'S status with INS remains unchanged. 
He continues Under Order of Supervision awaiting 
deportation.

ROSENDLUTH, NAT 

ROSENDLUTH is a member of the NO representing 
the NY District. 

GUS HALL, at a recent meeting of CP functionaries., 
criticized ROSENDLUTH along with MICHAEL CRENOVICH 
because of their poor attitude. ROSENDLUTH has 
reportedly become more active in CP affairs since that 
time, and has been attending and actively participating 
in meetings of the CP Industrial Doard. 

RUDIN, MORTIMER DANIEL 

RUDIN is an at large member of the NO 
representing youth. He functions as CP, USA National 
Youth Director, and is principally involved in 
.Youth work and the publication of "New Horizons for 
Youth" . 

In the first part of April, 1961, RUDIN visited 
the Midwest on CP Youth matters. At a meeting of 
the CP National Dcard, for which RUDIN reportedly will 
work, he gave a report on his recent trip to the Mid- 
west, and his trip to the West Coast. RUDIN, in this 
report, made several proposals concerning Youth, including 
the proposal that the Youth question be placed before 
a national discussion group of the Party, possibly 
the National Committee. 
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RUBIN has, in the past, suffered from a 
tubercular condition, and it appears that he is 
on occasion somewhat disabled by his delicate physical 
condition. 

STACHEL, JACK 

STACHEL is an at large member of the NC, 
and Chairman of the National Groups 'Commission of 
the CP, USA. In addition, STACHEL functions as a 
member of the CP National Board. 

As was previously stated, STACHEL has been 
one of the major principals in the controversy regarding 
BEN DAVIS. It appears that DAVIS, although highly 
critical of the national leadership, has singled 
STACHEL out for special criticism, and has openly 
charged him with white chauvinism. 

TORMEY, BETTY GANNETT 

TORMEY is a member of the NC representing the 
NY District, and also serves as a member of the Full- 
Time Staff of the NY State CP. She functions as Organizational, 
•and Educational Director, of the NY District; and is active as 
an instructor at the NY School for Marxist Studies. 
In addition, GANNETT has taken an active part in 
proposing the issuance of "Party Affairs". 

It has recently been determined that IRVING 
POTASH Intends to submit to the Party "serious charges" 
against BETTY GANNETT because of the manner in which 
she has been claiming that her brother, HARRY YARIS, is 
being mistreated' in Poland. GANNETT has alleged that 
YARIS has poor living accommodations and is not receiving 
proper medical care. 
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TORMEY, JAMES 

TORMEY is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. He also holds the; position of Kings 
County CP Organizer., TORMEY continues to be active 
in the affairs of the Kings County CP and has reportedly 
also been, active, in CP Educational, matters. 

WEINSTOCK, LOUIS 

WEINSTOCK is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District, and functions as General Manager 
of "The Worker". WEINSTOCK is- &t present temporarily employed 
in his regular occupation as a painter, In order to 
maintain his pension rights in the Painters' Union. 

WEINSTOCK appeared as a principal speaker 
at the May Day celebration held in Washington. Square, 
NYC, and. continues his. efforts to raise funds for "The 
Worker" , : 

WEINSTONE, WILLIAM 

WEINSTONE was elected a member of the NC:> 
at a meeting of the NC held at NYC, 1/20-22/61. 
WEINSTONE continues to be active in the affairs of 
the CP, USA Educational Committee. He has recently 
been concerned with the organization of a CP National 
Training School, which was scheduled to be held In 
May, 1961. It has been determined that this school 
has now been cancelled as a result of an article 
appearing in "WALTER WINCHELL's Column" in a recent 1 
issue of "The New York Daily Mirror" This article, 
called attention to the fact that a CP school was to 
be held In May, in New York. WEINSTONE and other CP 
leaders, apparently concerned over the leak, of this infor- 
mation to. the press, have cancelled the school.

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Bnmediately before the staff meeting began, 
CLAEENflE-HATHAWAY informed PHIL BART that last week. JAKE 
an d l had called all Advance people from, the July 

26 Movement Office and had asked them to take part in 
the Washington trip, all. expenses were being paid. 



BART proposed that they calj I into the 

office offically to discuss his work. BART said 
that they should take this entire matter up officially 
including the Saturday trip. 

Subsequently, i-IIMI FRIEDLANDER. asked if CLARENCE 
had seen the article in the "Times" concerning GEORGE 
ROCKWELL (which reported in error that ROCKWELL would 
speak at Washington Square on May 1, 1961 ). CLARENCE 
replied he had. MIMI continued that the Party's permit 
for May Day runs from 4:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. The 
authorities cart turn down the Party's request for a sound 
truck because of the immediate proximity of NYU Law 
School to the area assigned for the rally. MIMI. said 
that was only a technicality which she believed could 
be effective. 

The initial order of business.' at the. staff meeting 
was; a report by M3MI FRIEDLANDER on the May Day rally 
situation. MIMI explained, to the staff the basis for the 
denial of a permit for them to Use a sound, truck because 
of the rally area being within 500 feet of a school. 

The staff then discussed the right of GEORGE ROCKWELL 
to have a permit to speak at Washington Square on May l. : 
MILT ROSEN thinks that they should conduct immediately an. 
all out struggle against ROCKWELL'S right to speak.; BETTY 
GANNETT stated that she agreed with ROSEN. GANNETT pointed 
out that a fraudulent method hao been employed to get 
ROCKWELL'S permit to speak and that they should expose 
this fraud simultaneously in the fight .against ROCKWELL'S 
right to speak. 
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EVELYN WIENER agreed with all that had beer, 
said. ROSEN continued that it was going to be harder, 
to get rid of ROCKKELL than to get the sound permit. 
He suggested setting up a committee in the staff to 
take emergency steps to mobilize forces and launch a 
campaign. 

FRSEDkCTKR continued her report with a description 
of how the Party leaflets concerning the May Day celebration 
were being distributed. MIMI then took up the expenses 
connected with the May Day celebration and the effort to 
raise money to meet their bills. She said that she could 
see them raising $500.00 from contributions and from the 
affair. They need $500.00 now. LOUIS WEINSTOCK proposed 
that ROSEN be assigned to work full time with the May 
Day Committee. 

WIENER interrupted the discussion on May Day to 
report that the New York District CP was in a vory grave 
financial crisis. They are $5,203.00 behind on the 
Sustaining Fund. They must me* a $750.00 bill for taxes 
this week. There is also their debt to the National 
Office. May Day costs will be $500.00 and $1200.00 and 
that is also needed by the first of the month. In addition, 
there is the matter of rent, etc. WIENER said that in 
view of the urgent? of May Day, she expected about a 
$1000.00 debt. She feels there is the ab.ilS.vr to borrow 
and raise $2500.00 this week. WIENER said she had 
brought up this question because ROSEN had said he would 
raise $1000.00 this week but if ROSEN goes full time on 
May Day, he will , not be able to do both jobs. WIENER 
thought that perhaps they could get together a few 
leaders and ask them for loans and that way make up the 
differences . She mentioned that she knew MILT planned 
to raise it very sharply at the Industrial Council meeting 
which will be held on 4/26/61, and pointed out that industry 
is $2188.00 behind on their Sustaining Fund, 
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BETTY GANNETT observed there Is a general 
feeling that somehow they will get along. She said that 
she now hears that they are raising funds for "The Worker" 
and will finish that up first. GANNETT said that she did 
not know if the comrades realize that unless someone goes 
out practically full time seeing all sorts of people, they 
are . not going to get any money. 

PHIL BART described a meeting to the staff which 
had been held the past week at which had been taken up how 
to set up a drive to increase the circulation of "The 
Worker". They discussed at that meeting, how to Involve 
once again the thousands of people who once read the paper. 
It was proposed that there should be a drive mainly to 
reach these people who were former subscribers to get 
them to subscribe or to organize bundles where subscriptions 
can. not be obtained. It was also suggested that an 
employed worker could speak to an unemployed worker whom 
he wanted to get as a reader and and then buy the paper for 
him. It was also proposed to establish a national press 
day with the suggestion it be held on Sunday, June 3rd. 
BART said "The Worker" would announce this that week. 
It was proposed that on June 10th, a press conference 
"be held culminating all of these things that had been 
held and projecting a plan for the year. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK said that he was. in favor of a 
city-wide organization and calling a city-wide conference 
but the comrades are evidently opposed to it. 

•OMSR * thinks that they shouHhave city-Wide 
press conferences ^which would involve the Party's top 
leaders who would, appeal to the entire party. They could 
have it in the second week in May and set real goals for 
June 3rd for new subscriptions and give a real boost 
to the bundle orders . WIENER mentioned that only about 
tert per cei* of the Party is involved in any kind of press 
work and that they should increase this percentage. 
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BETTY GANNETT stated that the leadership is. 
spending more time on "The Worker" campaign but is not 
getting results., 

HATHAWAY said that ho thinks that they have, got 
to change their approach, for example, regarding the June 
10th conference, he does not think it is important 
whether it is organized on an eastern seaboard J^sis, 
amidwest basis or a national basis. The important 
think is tasmake attendance at the conference in the 
nature of a reward to the people who have actually 
achieved results in the building of the paper, but if 
Ifblcame^ conference in which the different ^trict^ 
lust sent someone to listen to speeches on the importance 
of Lilding the ;paper, he did not think it would accomplish 
much. 

The staff continued discussing the relative 
merits of holding a press conference. WIENER, s aid that 
it would help the comrades if they -could see that the 
top political leadership of the Party ^^^^BmSSi ' 
the main thing would, be to get a deep attendance.; HATHAWAY 
Dointed out that the paper itself has not conducted a 
SaSalgn within itself to build it, WIENER suggested 
that they could inform the clubs perhaps that the 
national leadership in New York is ready to come to club 
meetings and to discuss with the members, the building 
of "The Worker". The club would be urged to send in its 
invitation. She wants to create an atmosphere of the whole 

national leadership working on. the press. BART 
observed that a letter to the Party takes a long time ~ 
So reach down to the club level and that the same effect 
could be better achieved, by a letter in "The Worker" 
addressed to each, member of the Party. 
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Concerning the Sustaining Fund, EVELYN WIENER 
said that she would see Manhattan and MILT ROSEN would 
see Industry. She mentioned the Bronx is about $357.00 
behind and that she thought they could get $300.00 plus 
from Manhattan. BETTY GANNETT said, that Brooklyn will 
be able to get $500.00. It was indicated that Queens 
and Nassau Counties are not keeping the State Office 
informed of their status regarding the Sustaining Fund. 

Following this the staff took up the matter 
of the commissions. BETTY GANNETT said that on the Trade 
Union Commission, she had:

GANNETT said that those are the names they have. 
MILT ROSEN stated that the Trade Union Commission has been 
meeting every two weeks.

PAUL 
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ROSEN said the commission has had three meetings. 
He believes that the above additions would make the 
commission more effective. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said that regarding PAUL, that 
ROSEN and he should speak to IRVING. ROSEN agreed. 

BETTY GANNETT continued that the Negro Commission 
has had two meetings. The composition of this commission, 
however, is not a functioning one. On it are:

In addition to the above, GANNETT.apparently used 
the blackboard to give two names of Negro Commission members 
to the staff. GANNETT said that she suggested they have 
a conference on Negro work.

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Remarks of DANNY RUBIN: 

Whet "I" am going to do is report on my, 
recent trip to the Mid- West and the West Coast. "I 
think that these two trips have chrystalized my mind 
to more important matters in connection with pur youth 
work. On mass developments among youth, as we all know, 
the general tide of activity is continuing along the same 
lines, but there are two new features. One is a certain 
leveling off in the North in the struggle for Negro rights, 
and on the other hand, around the Peace Corps there are 
a number of new developments of a very positive character 
in the way of a nation-wide petition for 100,000 signatures 
by the Student Peace Union against P3I checks and against 
using the Peace Corps as an instrument of the Cold War. 

A national conference was held at which 
all the major youth organizations represented came 
out with similar conclusions. 

On developments among 'left" youth, I 
would say that in the last period, there has been a 
very sizeable increase in left youth organizations 
of a generally Marxist orientation more or less friendly 
to us' . You will remember DANNY'S (possible QUEEN) 
remarks at the National Committee meeting. He did a 
bang-uo job of organizing what is now a Progressive Youth 
Organizing Committee (PYOC) of. Illinois, which is growing 
very rapidly. 

In Los Angeles, there is the beginning 
of a similar committee but in Detroit nothing has been 
done there on their own initiative. 

Based on msr discussions with them and with 
some other young people, close ties have been established 
between a couple of existing progressive youth groups and 
the National Organizing Committee. One of the big 
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exceptions to this is the Bay area, which is "I" think, 
very surprising in view of the fact that it is the 
highest level of mass activity in the country. There 
is nothing of a public Marxist oriented character at all. 
There is a teenage group which I think will become associated 
with the organizing committee, but on the college student 
level, where the center of the activity exists, there isn't 
any such thing. 

Now on the left groups, m several of the 
areas the young people have expressed the opinion that the 
National Organizing Committee should do much more in terms 
of taking positions on national youth issues or issues 
effecting youth. "We" did not do much in the beginning 
for several reasons. One because this would tend to 
make us into a full grown national organization and not 
an organizing committee. Also, because the feeling in 
several districts was that this would be a sign of pushing, 
going too fast before local situations are right. But 
the fact is, in this entire youth fl$ld of building 
Marxist oriented youth organizations, we are everywhere, 
in every single city, in direct competition with Y.S.A. 
(Young Socialist Alliance), and with the YPSL (Young Peoples 
Socialist League). These organizations are taking positions 
and the young people who are looking around, want"to 
know where the National Organizing Committee stands. 

My thinking is that without trying to 
take a position on every single issue, we should single 
out a number of limited major questions and take definite 
positions and try to organize activity on them. I" would 
propose that we conclude that this should be the approach 
from here on. Examples of crucial issues are such things 
as the Peace Corps, Cuba, and the Youth Conservation Corps. 
As part of this experience, I had two speaking engagements, 
one at the University of Wisconsin, where '1 1 was manuvered 
into a debate with the head of the Trot3kyite youth organization. 
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proposed that we debate on peaceful co-existence 
and he accepted. He was rather inept and exposed a 
line which was completely unacceptable to the audience 
of about 50 students, and in ray opinion, they will have 
np influence in Wisconsin any longer. 

"I" also 'spoke at Iowa State university 
where 'I' was invited to speak by the Socialist Discussion 
Club on the difference between the Marxist and the liberal 
view of the struggle for Negro rights. There was a very 
good response to it, and they were anxious to have rae 
help them in launching a campaign around housing 
discrimination. The group in Iowa is really very flourishing. 
Any problem that is of concern to * 
students", this Socialist Discussion ClUb has had a hand 
in it. They have built themselves a real base, unshakeable 
even in the surrounding country which they describe as 
politically very backward. 

On the Party situation, !, I" think we have some 
very big problems in all of these areas all over the 
country. :i We ,: had a situation come out of the days of 
the LYL (Labor Youth League) and have held on to a very 
small proportion. "We ' have kept these people in youth 
work in the main, except for a few of the top leaders 
who went on and were in Party youth branches. They 
constituted about half of the members in the Party youth 
branches. It is a big problem. There are family problems 
and Job problems. Their circle of friends do not belong 
in the youth organisation and they have been straining 
for some time to get out of youth work, "we" have asked 
them for the past several years to remain %o help youth 
and to help in the transition whillng bringing in new 
forces. "We" have about run out oU that now, and a number 
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of transfers have been taking place into adult branches. 
These people that are being transferred have ^J/ record 
of not doing anything "youth wise" for some period of time. 

Then, 'We" have a new, younger group of people 
who are the other half with an age gap in between. The 
number of new people being brought in has not been very 
emit and there has been very little consciousness or 
recruiWng? Tnert has been very little boldness where boldness 
has been possible. 

The situation in Michigan in my opinion 
was on the verge of wiping out youth work. 

Informant noted that at this point of 
the discussion RUBIN utilized the added security 
of the blackboard to emphasize certain points and this 
information was not available to the informant. 

RUBIN said there are youth, formations but 
"we" do not have strong ties with them and the issue 
is not decided as to whether 1 they are going Jo go our 
way or the Trotskyite way. "I must say that TOMMY 
DENNIS was very helpful in the discussion. 

•■I" think that we really shook things up 
in terras of the need for all these people to give up 
all other activity in order to concentrate on youth work 
with the objective of rapidly increasing from this younger 
group- of people. 

There was also a considerable problem 
in Chicago on the Party youth level, where theyjist 
transferred a whole number of people. There was a lack

The fact 
is that the National Organizing Committee has not received 
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one cent from any district outside of New York, 
with the exception of a very small amount from 
Philadelphia.

I have seen examples 
of clubs getting leadership from several adults "off 
the cuff". It is not only a question of the need for 
help, but in the kind of help. It seems to me that 
what is needed is to place this whole question of youth 
before a major discussion of the Party, possibly the 
NEC. 

Remarks of QUS HALL: 

Perhaps we should consider having a major 
discussion on youth as part of the NEC. Generally 
speaking, in spite of the smallness in numbers, "I" 
think we are making some important headway. It is 
a field where things are happening and in a number 
of places specific comrades have become teachers of 
classes of youth. "I" have followed DANNY (RUBIN) 
around these districts and "I 1, would say that he 
leaves a very fine impression.

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I think the plan has to be a nationwide plan. A 
plan for building the paper or building or consolidating the 
Party is a nationwide plan and not only a New York plan. 
If we don't know it, then we've got to get to know, it. 
Similarly, on Party organization. l am not satisfied with 
the few points PHIL raised. They're too vague and too general, 
I think that it. had to be in keeping with, what was -already 
placed before the Party by the Board on the fight for the 
Party club. That has to be the center of all our attention. 
I think we should have one point (in the plan) on the 
consolidation of the clubs. There. is more to consolidation than 
Just meetings and checkup. etc. We have a real problem of 
meetings of clubs, A real problem of attendance. "A real 
problem, of the question- of a Party club functioning as a 
club and not being usurped constantly by other bodies. I 
don't know how it is in the rest of the country. I'm 
speaking about our problem here. We have a. situation where 
one third of the* Party meets only once a month and how can you 
have a. Party that reacts, to events that meets once a month 
is beyond me. So the whole problem of how often should a 
Party club meet iro to-be projected and fought for even if it 
means, going in. and helping to convince the Party in order to 
do it. 

I say this because there »are areas, three counties, 
namely Queens, Nassau, and Westchester that are immediately in 
our province, and meet only once, a month. The other meet every 
two weeks. The. overall is every two weeks but the attendance at 
our clUb meetings is. extremely low. I have been getting around. 
I think I. visited about 30 clubs in the last period and in all 
instances the attendance ranges between 40 and 50 per cent; 

Another important matter is that I think we have to 
fight for agendas .at the clubs. I think we have .to begin to. 
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like we used to do in the past, indicate certain of the things 
that a club has to take up . I attended three club meetings 
this week, and not a single one of them had an egoada. 

On the question of consolidation, I think we would 
be kidding ourselves to say that we have consolidated organi- 
zationally and ideologically in the Party.; I knot/ I raised 
this in the Ed; Commission. I can«t say what it is in the 
rest of the country but in every club in New York there are 
ideological differences on the line of the Party. 

Now when you speak about the youth. We have a decline 
in influence among the youth but the decline is expressed in 
relationship to the Progressive Youth Organization. We have 
less young people involved in that today than we had a year 
ago. Our youth clubs have not been weakened but our youth 
membership is involved primarily in Advance and in the 
Organizing Committee (possibly refers to the Progressive Youth 
Organizing Committee). In fact, our Youth Commission, which 
we*ve raised with them, has to (stop?) becoming a fraction 
(phonetic) of Advance. Our youth clubs have to (stop?) be- 
coming «a fraction (phonetic) of Advance. If they are going 
to become a fraction (phonetic) of Advance, its going to kill 
Advance. 

I think we J ve got to place the question of building in 
basic industries, among workers, and the Uegro people .
